| CENTRAL_CRIMINAL COURT. 
GREAT WAVE OF 
INFANTICIDE. 


DEATH PENALTY URGED 
BY COUNSEL, 
Se Se 


,. (BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

It is painful to the jury to have to listen 
to cases like this, whieh are lamentably too 
frequent,”’ said Mr. Carrigan, K.C., Senior 
aig Counsel, rg age of Mary Gorman, 

le servant, for the murder, on the 
órd November last, of her unnamed female 
infant, whose dead body was dropped from 
a motor car in Great Brunswiék street, 
Dublin, on the morning of the 4th November. 
In spite of the Infanticide Act in England 
which did not involve the death penalty, 
said counsel, in this country it would have 
to be done im some cases—he did not say in 
this—that jurors must find a verdict of wilful 
murder. 
_ He was afraid that until that was done 
in this country the massacre of the innocents 
would continue. One example of sternness 
would have more effect in suppressing the 
crime in this country than any amount of 
pious exhortation. 

we jury found the prisoner not guilty of 
murder, but guilty of concealment of birth, 
She was put back for sentence. 


LARGE NUMBER OF CASES. 

Mr, Dudley White, K.C., appeared, with 
Mr, Carrigan, for the State; and Mr. John 
Maguire (instructed by Messrs, McHenry and 
Maguire, solicitors) was assigned as counsel 
for the defence. r, Reddin, solicitor, held 
a watching brief for Mr, Arthar Smith, by 
whom the girl was employed for one week— 
from October 27th te November 3rd. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the prisoner was 
charged with the murder of an infant which 
was born to her on the 3rd of November. 
Jurors attending that Court sometimes must 
be horrified at the number of cases of this 
kind that now came into the Court. 

Without wishing to exaggerate, he 
thought that it might be said that latterly, 
unfortunately—judging by the number of 
cases that came to Court, which could not 
be expected to bear any proportion to the 
cases that never reached Court—there was a 
great wave of infanticide, of the destruction 
of illegitimate children, in this country. 
Week after week there- were paragraphs in 
the newspapers giving the eats of inquests 
on infants. Then there were cases in Police 
Courts and there were cases in that Court 
where unfortanate girls were charged with 
the murder of their illegitimate children. 

As the law stood in this country, if a 
child, legitimate or illegitimate, was born 
alive, and if it was proved to the jury that 
it was destroyed by external violence, that, 
presumably, was murder, 


THE LAW IN ENGLAND. 

In England a distinetion was made in the 
case of newly-born children, and, by a special 
Act, called the Infanticide Act, if a woman 
was unattended in her confinement, and if, 
through neglect, the child, which was born 
alive and ought to have lived, was found to 
have been destroyed by the mother, the law 
perntitted a charge being made against the 
mother of infanticide. It was a very serious 
crime, bat it did not involve the death 
penalty. 

Here there was no such law, and the alter- 

native which a jury had in the case of a 
child being destroyed by its mother was to 
acquit the woman, or find her guilty of con 
cealment of birth. : 
_ In the present case the child was destroyed 
immediately after birth. On the 27th October 
the prisoner was taken into the service of 
Mr. Arthur Smith, 13 Oaklands Park, Sandy- 
mount, She was there only a week when 
Mr. Smith gave her notice to terminate her 
service, and her service ended on Friday, 
4th November. That morning, as Mr. Smith 
was about to go into town to busimess, the 
citl left the house, and he offered to bring 
her in his motor car to the city. She ac- 
cepted the offer, and brought two parcels 
with her. 


DROPPED FROM MOTOR CAR. 

As the motor car was passing the fire 
station in Great Brunswick stréet some of 
the firemen saw a parcel being dropped from 
it. They picked up the parcel, and found 
that it contained the dead body of an infant. 
They reported the matter to the police, and 
soon afterwards a detective found the motor 
car on Burgh quay. Mr. Smith appeared 
shortly afterwards, and said that that was 
the first time he had heard of anything hav: 
ing been dropped from his car, but that he 
had heard papers rustling in the back of the 
car. 

When the room which had been occupied 
by the prisoner was examined a considerable 
quantity of blood was found. Examination 
of the child showed that it was a full-time 
infant, bern alive, and that the mother 
strangled it with a scarf. 

Mr. Smith was then examitied, and save 
evidence of the facts stated by Mr. Carrigan, 

Fireman William Tiermey and other wit- 
nesses gave evidence as to seeing the parcel 
being dropped from the motor car. 

Guard Boyle told how he found the car, 

WOUND ON THROAT. 

Inspector R. O'Connell stated that on the 
4ih November, at Mercer’s Hospital, he saw 
the infant’s dead body, Its legs were smeared 
with blood, and there was an incised mark Cn 
the left side of the neck. 

Dr. Charles Hearty, Mercer’s Hospital, 
said that there was a vertical scar’ on the 
left side of the neck. He thought that it had 
been caused by a thumb nail. There must 
have been cousiderable pressure to cause the 
wound. In his opinion the cause oí death 
was strangulation. 

Dr. Duggan, Assistant Master ol the 
Coombe Hospital, stated that the prisoner 
had been delivered of a child some days 
before she was brought to the hospital. 

Inspector O'Neill said that when charged 
the prisoner made no statement. 

The prisoner was then sworn, and in the 
course of a statement said that she became 
ill on the night of the órd November. The 
next thing she remembered was that she was 
lying on the floor. She lit a candle, and 
found the baby on the floor dead. The next 
dav she was leaving, and she got a seat from 
Mr. Smith in the motor car. She had two 
parcels, one of which contained the body of 
the baby, and when she came into town she 
opened the hood of the car and put the 
parcel out. At the time she was in terrible 
pain, and her head was reeling. 

SUGGESTED CHANGE IN LAW. 

Mr. Maguire, addressing the jury on behalf 
of the prisoner, urged that there was a doubt 
as to whether the infant had a separate exist 
ence, and, accordingly, the jury should rule 
out the issue of mufder. 

Mr. Carrigan, in reply, asked the jury to 
say that there was most deliberate conceal- 
ment of birth in’ this case. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, in charging the jary, 
described the case as a sad one. He ex- 
pressed the view that a change in the law 
might be made in the Free State, so as to 
obviate a charge of wilful murder in a case 
such as the present, As regards the charge 
of murder, there was an element of doubt 
in the case, and it seemed to him that they 
would find her not guilty. ‘They would then 
ask themselves the question: Did she, by the 
secret disposition of the dead body, endeavour 
to conceal the birth of the child? If they 
believed that she did, they would find her 
guilty of concealment of birth.

PROBLEM OF SECURING 
POSITIONS FOR BOYS.

The Free State’s edacational system was 
subjected to further criticism at the 
annual dinner of the Belvedere College 
Union, held in the College, Dublin, last 
Light. 

The Rev. M. Quinlan, 8.J., Rector of 
the College, said that headmasters would 
agree with him that there was not sufficient 
freedom allowed in the choice of subjects. 
It was difficult to find time for such sub- 
jects as French and the classics. It was a 
pity also that there was so little 
harmony between the courses prescribed 
for the leaving certificate and matricula- 
tion. 

Father Quinlan also alluded to .the 
problem of securing positions for educated 
boys in Ireland. 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson, K.C., in proposing the 
toast of “The College,” said that to-day 
things were very difierent from the state of 
affairs that existed when he was in the 
College. Then all power and patronage in 
this country lay in the hands of i at 
Westminster. “To-day all that lay in the 
hands of the voters of this comntry and their 
representatives. It was a very significant 
fact that they had seen that day the success- 
ful flotation of that great financial scheme 
for a loan of fifteen millions, which would 
have a vital effect on fhe imterests and future 
of the country. Belvedere had produced a 
great number of men who had fisen io 
eminence in professional and commercial pur- 
suits. In this respect Mr. Gleeson referred 
to the late Mr. William Martin Murphy. 

The toast was honoured with enthusiasm. 

Responding to the toast, Father Quinlan, 
S.J., said that it was a very great pleasure 
to the Fathers of the College to welcome 
past students to one of the biggest gatherings 
held in the College. During the past year, 
he was glad to say, the College had been able 
to give a very good account of itself, and 
they now had over five handred boys on their 
books. As a result, they had to add a new 
wing to the College, which would be started 
this week. It had been designed by an cld 
Belvederian, Mr. Alfred Jones, architect. In 
the recent examinations the College had 
secured 75 per cont. of passes. Father Quinlan 
then enumerated the various activities of the 
students, past and present. 

THE NEW SYSTEM OF EDUCATION. 

A new system of education, he proceeded, 
had been in existence for the last few years, 
and it had been subjected to much criticism. 
He did not want to run it down, but some 
of the criticism was well deserved. For in- 
stance. most headmasters would agree with 
him that the mathematical programme was 
too extensive and took up too much time. 
Headmasters would also agree with him that 
there was not sufficient So ii allowed in 
the choice. oí subjects, lt was difficult to 
find time for such subjects as French and the 
classics. It was a pity also that there was 
so little harmony between the courses pre- 
scribed fur the leaving certificate and matri- 
culation. He had been in conference with 
the educational authorities of the Free State 
Government and he would admit that they 
appeared to ve as anxious as the heads of the 
schools to procure a system of education that 
would be the best for the schools of the Free 
State. He {1d hopes that they would get a 
very good system of education before very 
many years. 

PROFESSIONS OVERCROWDED. 

But there was an even more important 
question than a suitable system of education, 
and that was the problem of securing 
positions for educated boys in Ireland. Many 
parents were at their wits’ end at the end 
of the school year because they did not know 
what to do with their boys, and_ it was 
certainly a very difficult problem. The pro- 
fessions in Ireland were overcrowded, as 
manv bovs hed found after long and expen- 
<ive courses, with the result that they had 
to leave the country to seek a living. In the 
last. Civil Service junior clerical examinations 
there were 600 entrants for 55 vacancies 
In the junior executive examinations there 
were 200 competitors for *7 vacancies, 
Similarly in the case of the bank examina- 
tions, with the result that these services got 
the best brains in the country, and it must 
be admitted that these posts were not very 
luerative. In fact, to a large extent they 
were blind alleys. From lus experience, 
Father Quinlan said, the result was that 
povs had to take positions of any kind, even 
at 15s. or 20s. a week. They had no 
prospects, and they were —— to leave 
the country and seek a living e sewhere. ‘This, 
he said, in conclusion, was certainly one of 
the greatest problems before the country to- 
day. and he did not think there was any 
hope unless the industries of the country In- 
proved. 
MEMBERSHIP OF UNION. 

Mr. Fonso Carton proposed the toast of 
“The Union.” The Union, he said, pro- 
vided a vehicle, or instrument, by which 
they could well show their attachment to, 
and affection for, the old school. He un- 
derstood that they had a “ record '” number 
of members—180. 

Dy. Matson, the President, who presided, 
responded. ,

CENTENARY CELEBRATION. 
To commemorate the centenary of the 
consecration of the Church of Qui Lady of 
Mount Carmel, Whitefmar street, Dublin, a 
Solemn Triduum will begin to-morrow, the 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception. The 
ceremonies will open with High Mass at 11.49 
am. and in the evéning there will be 
Vespers, sermon and Benediction, Spec ial 
sermons will be preached each ev ogg | of the 
Triduum, except Saturday, by the Rev. J. 
C. O'Shea, O.C.C., D.D., and on Sunday, 
the closing day, the Papal Benediction will 

be given. 

The building of the church, which was con- 
secrated by the Most Rev. Dr. Murray 
on November 11. 1827, marked the return of 
the Carmelites to their original Dublin 
foundation of 1278. ‘This return was made by 
the Carmelite Prior, Father John Spratt, the 
best-known member of the Order since the 
Emancipation period. It is interesting to 
note that the famous old statue, carved in 
Irish oak, which has stood in the church 
since it was built, was in St. Mary s Abbey, 
Dublin, in the reign of Henry VU.

The Grand Carmelite Confraternity 
of the Scapular in this church is the oldest 
confraternity in Dublin, its record dati 
from over 140 years ago. There are splendi 
schools in connection with the p tien "g but 
for the past two years some 200 pupils have 
invaded Carmel Hall owing to lack of space 
in the school buildings, so that the Fathers 
are confronted with another huge buildin 
enterprise, which, when carried out, wi 
provide accommodation. for over 2,000 
children.

ANCIENT CHURCHES OF THE 
DEANERY OF ARKLOW. 


A very interesting paper on “ The Ancient 
Churches of the Deanery of Arklow ” was 
read by the Rev. Myles Ronan, M.R.LA., at 
the statutory meeting ot the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland held at 66 Merrion 
. , > . ) 
square, Dublin, yesterday. Mr. R. A. 5. 
Macalister, LL.D., M.R.LA., President, was 
in the chair. 

The lecturer confined himself to the 
historical associations of the ruined churches, 
and pointed out their connection in many 
eases with saintly sons and daughters of the 
reigning Celtic families of Leinster, with 
Abbots and Bishops of Glendaloch, and with 
Breton missionaries who settled in East Wick- 
low. Taking as his guide the list of these 
twenty-two churches, given in, the diocesan 
MS. called the Crede Mihi of the year 1275, 
he showed that the compiler followed a well- 
recognised order in his enumeration—namely, 
by proceeding according to the course of the 
sun. In this way it was possible to identify 
names and places otherwise impossible, and 
with the help of entries in the Irish 
Martyrologies to show their early importance, 

PROBABLE ANSWER TO AN OLD 
PROBLEM. 

Father Ronan believes that in the ancient 
church of Disirkevin, in Glenmalure, he has 
found the clue to the solution of two ques: 
tions that have up to the present baffled Irish 
ecclesiastical historians—namely, as to where 
was the centre of religious life for the Wick- 
low clans during the four centuries between 
the Anglo-Norman invasion and the death of 
Feach MacHugh (O'Byrne in 1597, and, 
secondly, as to why the Franciscans were 
associated with the revival of the Bishopric 
of Glendaloch in the late fifteenth century. 
Disirkevin, he believes, was founded by St. 
Kevin, was taken over by the Franciscans 
about the thirteenth century, and was barned 
when Feach was beheaded. 

Many other important points were eluci- 
dated in this interesting lecture, such as the 
patronage. of the Rectory of Rathdrum held 
by the Dublin Corporation for many centuries, 
and the possession by Holy Trinity Cathedral, 
Dublin, of Killaharlar Wood, called Christ 
Church Wood, and the constant shipments of 
timber and beams from there for fire and 
building material for the Cathedral. Lastly, 
Father Ronan emphasised the ruinous con- 
dition of almost all the churches in the year 


650. 

Mr. C. MeNeill proposed that the Council 
be asked to consider the publication of the 
very interesting and lucid paper of Father 
Ronan.

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UNEMPLOYMENT. 


WOMEN’S INTEREST IN 
THE SUBJECT. 


PROTEST MEETING IN 
DUBLIN, 


— 


“That this mass meeting protests against 
the exclusion by the Government of women 
representatives from the Commission recently 
appointed to investigate the question of un- 
employment. That, as this is a question 
vitally affecting women, we consider that a 
Commission composed entirely of men cannot 
adequately deal with this problem,” was the 
resolution passed by a meeting held in the 
Rotunda Buildings last night to protest 
against the exclusion of women from the Un- 
employment Commission. 

Miss Helena Maloney, who presided, said 
that the meeting had been cailed by the Lrish 
Women Workers’ Union, and they considered 
it desirable in the interests of women and 
the unemployed that womens’ opinions should 
be considered on any such committee. Women 
had a double interest in unemployment, Not 
only the women who work for wages were 
affected, but the women who keep the homes. 

Every man present, Miss Maloney con- 
tinued—and I am glad to see how heartily 
you have identified yourselves with our pro- 
test—knows that even if he gets work, it is 
his wife who has to meet the landlord and 
the grocer and the baker, and tell them they 
must wait for their money, We claim that 
women have at least equal interest with men 
in unemployment. Women are citizens of the 
country as men are. They pay equal rates 
and taxes; it is more desirable from the 
women's point of view to see unemployment 
removed than from that of any group of 
men, particularly the group of rich men that 
the Government has appointed to solve the 
problem. 

Miss Maloney then read a letter from Mrs. 
Mary Cosgrave regretting her inability to 
be present, and expressing her sympathy 
with the protest. 


THE UNEMPLOYED WOMEN. 

Miss Louie Bennett said that it was rather 
easy to overlook the case of unemployed 
women. In this city the unemployed women 
had not the courage to go out and make any 
demonstration on their own behalf. What 
they feared in regard to this Committee was 
that the case of the men was so pressing, and 
naturally men were more concerned with men’s 
interests, that the women’s side will be over- 
looked. 

Personally, 1 think, she said, that the men 
will not know how to help the women; they 
do not understand the intricacies of the un- 
employment of women. They always suggest 
domestic service, forgetting that that is a 
highly skilled industry, and one in which 
there is at present a condition of great unem- 
ployment. From the point of view of both 
sexes, the opinion of woman is of enormous 
Relief schemes suggested by men are 
often at very low wages. Every woman 
knows that you cannot feed and clothe a 
family and pay rent on a wage of 25s. or 
Ds. a week. 
might as well be left alone; also in dealing 
with the question of country workers women 
know more about the development of small 
rural industries. I hope that this large 
audience, which is almost netirely composed 
of men, will stand by us, and urge thoir 
women to stand by us, in this fight that we 
are making for the position of women as 
citizens. 

AN IRRESISTIBLE FORCE. 

Mrs. Noel © said that she had 
expected to address a women's audience. 
She was greatly surprised and a little grieved 
to see so few women and so many men—not 
that she did not welcome the men 
most cordially. She wanted to see, 
and hoped to find, that there would 
be a movement amongst the women 
to come forward and claim their rights. This 
Government now in power was helped to its 
present position by the women. They started 
on very fine lines, giving them the same right 
to vote and elect as men, but they had 
gradually striven to filch, bit by bit, every 
advantage of it back from them. The men's 
argument was that the women were all right; 
that they had husbands or brothers or sons 
to fight for them. But there are invalid men 
who had to look to their wives for support. 
It should be made possible for these women 
to work and earn a good wage. This was 
easily within their grasp if they united. They 
were in the great majority and could not be 
resisted. 

WOMEN AS BREAD-WINNERS. 

Mrs. Buckley said that the economic state 
of this country constantly forced women to be 
bread-winners for the ‘amily. In that capa- 
city they were taking a hand in the economic 
development of the country, and were a larger 
force than people realised. A conference set 
up to inquire into the economic question 
should have representatives from this very 
considerable group of the community. Un- 
fortunately, women in this country had very 
little faith in their own sex. The unemploy- 
ment question in this country was very bad. 
She always thought that the people who were 
the leaders of Labour had no right to en- 
courage the unemployed in their superhuman 
patience. The women should join with the 
men and march through the streets. She 
saw a march of the unemployed that day, 
and there was one woman in their midst. 
She wanted to go over and clap her 
on the back. She appealed to the 
men there to try and rouse the spirit of their 
women to stand up for their rights. Unless 
they did, nobody else would stand up for

A LETTERKENNY SEWERAGE

OLD-AGE PENSIONS.| 


NEW BILL LN.NORTHERN 
PARLIAMENT. 


In the Northern Parliament yesterday the 
Old Age Pensions Administration Bilí was 
considered in Committee. The ag of the 
bill is to transfer the administration of non- 
old age pensions from the 

Haire and Finance to the 


contributory 
Ministries of Home A 
Ministry of Labour. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) said that there was no 
necessity for the change of the administration 
of old age pensions. He thought that as an 
outcome of the Widows and Orphans and Old 
Age Pensions Act there was a tendency to 
discontinue II wees 8 we ge 

The Minister of Labour (Mr. Andrews) said 
that there was no intention of substituting 
contributory for non-contribatory pensions. 
The change in administration was introduced 
solely for the purpose of economy and to 
prevent recurrence of the present system, 
which made it necessary for the Departments 
to investigate particular claims. There was 
no intention of effecting savings at the expense 
of old age pensions, and the Act in future 
would be Á sr as sympathetically as 
before. Many of the officials at present acting 
would be transferred to the Ministry of 


Labour. 
THE UMPIRES. 

Mr. O'Neil: opposed the appointment of an 
umpire under the new scheme of panel com- 
mittees, which was adding extra expense. The 
Minister of Labour had a huge staff, and it 
mm to be capable of discharging this work. 

Mr. J. F. Gordon, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Ministry of Labour, said that there 
was no question of ae extra =e 
as a result of this service to the Ministry of 
Labour. There would be a saving of £10,000. 

Replying to Mrs. Chichester, the Minister 
of Labour ‘gave an assurance that ae 
members of 8ld age pension committees woul 
be continued on the panel from which the 
new local committees would he drawn. 

A NEW CLAUSE. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) moved a new clause 
providing that all persons appointed to serve 
on local pension boards shall receive no re- 
muneration for their services than 
expenses. 

Mr. McMullin (Labour) said that he did 
not see why he and others should give their 
experience to the chairmen of these com- 
mittees without remuneration, while the 
chairman received payment. He thought that 
all members should act voluntarily. 

Mr. Crawford (Unionist) suggested that the 
Minister should first endeavour to get unpaid 
chaumen, and only in the event of not getting 
voluntary help payment should be given. He 
believed that there were many men in 
Northern ireland who would serve without 
payment as chairmen of pensions committees.

ASSEMBLY’S COLLEGE LEASE. 
Early in the evga before Mr. Devlin 

was asked to leave, Mr. Devlin asked the 

Minister of Finance whether the lease of the 

Assembly's College, where the Parliament 

meets, had-expired or was about to expire. 

The Minister of Finance said that the 
lease of the Assembly’s College building had 
not expired. Under existing arrangements, 
occupation of the premises was secured, if 
required, until 30th July, 1930, and no diffi- 
culty was anticipated in obtaining further 
tenure until such time as the new Parliament 
Building at Stormont became available. 

Mr. Devlin further asked if it were not 
possible to bring this arrangement to an end. 

Minister of Finance—That is a _ very 
hypothetical question, indeed. We must have 
housing for the Parliament. 

Mr. Devlin—Is the Minister of F 
aware that if we occupy this place until the 
new Parliament is completed £100,000 will 
have been spent on rent for this building’? 

The Minister of Finance explained that the 
Imperial Parliament, under the Act of 1920 
(Government of Ireland Act), had to provide 
the building “íor accommodation for the 
Northern Government, which was not liable 
for the cost. 

Mr. Devlin suggested that an arrangement 
should be made with the Belfast Corporation 
for use of the City Hall for the meetings 
of Parliament, and the rent could go to the 
Corporation to reduce the rates. 

Minister of Finance—It is too big a problem 
altogether. 

Mr. Devlin—Will the Minister consult me 
about it and I will show him the simplicity 
of it? (Laughter.) ; 
Minister of Finance—Certainly.

AMERICAN ARCHITEC. 
TURE IS DIFFERENT. 

At a meeting of the Architectural Associa- 
tion of Ireland, held last night at 8 Merrion 
square, Dublin, the President in the chair, 
an interesting lantern lecture on ‘‘ American 
Architecture ” was delivered by Mr. F. R. 
Yerbury, A.R.I.BA., who had lectured there 
about two years before. 

Mr. Yerbury explained that the American 
architects, as compared with those in Europe, 
were considerably influenced in the exercise 
of their profession by the different conditions 
of life prevailing in America. In the course 
of his lectufe he dealt with some of the prin- 
cipal cities of that country—New York, 
Chicago, and Detroit—giving an exhaustive 
description, more or less technical, of the 
wonderful sky-scrapers and other typical 
buildings to be seen there. Most of his 
attention was directed to New York, and 
particularly to its gigantic hotels. 

Numerous impressive views, exterior and 
interior, not only in the commercial districts 
but also in the residential quarters, were 
exhibited, and thanks were voted to Mr. Yer- 
bury at the close of his lecture.

ACCOUNTANTS’ DINNER 
SPEECHES. 


_ 


Proposing the toast of the Governor- 
General and the Irish Free State last night 
at the annual dinner, in the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, of the Irish Association of Account- 
ants, at which the President, Mr. William 
J. Bowesman, F.I.A.A., presided, 

Colonel C. M, Gibbon said that agriculture 
was the controlling mainspring in Ireland. 
The cost of living, he said, was points 
above pre-war, and the result to the farmer 
was that he had to produce 350 per 
cent. extra stuff to obtain the amount 
of the purchasing cost of pre-war days. 
Farmin was in a vey bad condi: 
tion, "Phe complaint that one heard some- 
times, that Irish farmers did not use up-to- 
date methods, was refuted by the facts. 
They had established a. successful sugar 
industry, and when the émbargo on pork 
was imposed, in September of last year, 
Irish farmers had pork in the — 
markets in the following December. (Hear, 
hear.) The result was that the English 

eople did not feel the loss of other pork 
being skept out of their country. 

He wished that the Government would 
foster existing industries, including agricul- 
ture, rather than set up industries that 
would send up the cost of living. How far 
justified the country was in creating 
enormously extensive roads, he could not 
SAY. 
With regard to the sugar subsidy, he 
pointed out that the industry reduced the 
national expenditure by much more than 
£60,000, and for that subsidy they got some- 
thing, but they got nothing for the subsidy 
of the dole. He did not see why they should 
not set to work and get some return for the 
huge sum paid out in the dole. A serious 
effort should now be made to cut down the 
cost of living, and consequently the cost of 
production. (Hear, hear.) 

Captain Redmond, T.D., responding, said 
that the fact that he, a member of the 
Opposition, was asked to respond to the 
tóast of the Irish Free State, marked a very 
important step in the right direction oí 
constitutional government, 


A SOLVENT COUNTRY. 

Referring to the new loan, he said. that 
he was as anxious to see it a success as 
any member of the Government. There was 
no reason why it should, not go well. The 
country was perfectly solvent, and its credit 
did not depend upon whether one particular 
party or another was in power. Their credit 
depended on the solvency of the individuals 
and industries. What they had to seriously 
consider was: What were they going to make 
of the great powers which ite now pos- 
sessed under the Constitution and the Treaty. 
The only way that they could make Ireland 
a nation was to make the most of these 
powers. He was very glad to be the guest 
of an Irish organisation founded on the rock 
of common-sense, (Hear, hear.) 


THE CHAIRMAN, 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said that he regretted that Lord Glenavy 
was not able to be with them that night. 
He was, however, very glad to see that 
several! ladies honoured them with their 
oresence. The Irish Association of Ac- 
countants, as well as the senior bodies otf 
accountants, now admitted ladies to their 
ranks, and he was very pleased to say that 
already one lady had pagsed the intermediate 
examination. (Applause.) 

Dealing with the Association, which was 
now two years oid, he said that it had no 
quarrel! with, or antagonism towards, any 
other body of accountants, no matter whether 
if was superior or inferior to them. The 
history of their Association was in front of 
them, and it would be just what the members 
would make it, The Association had in their 
members men quite as well qualified to carry 
out their duties as the members of the senior 
body. (Hear, hear.) 

Referring to the presentation of the 
Registration of Accountants Bill in the Senate 
in 1927, he said that all bodies of accountants 
unanimously agreed that registration was 
desirable, but they were not agreed as to 
the details, particularly with respect to 
articled pupils. He was glad, however, to see 
in that day's Irish Times that a very distin- 
guished member of the senior asso@iation, 
speaking at a dinner on the previous night, 
said that if registration was to be effected 
the articles would have to go. That was 
going a long way ahead of where they stood 
twelve months ago. (Hear, hear.) The Irish 
Association provided for articled pupils, but 
also provided that clerks who had served 
five years in an accountant’s office could sit 
for the intermediate examinations, which was, 
he thought, a very right and proper pro- 
vision. They gave the Free State an entirely 
Free State Association of Accountants. 

They met that night on the fifth birthday 
of the Free State, and though a thousand 
platforms might not be sufficient to accom- 
modate them all in the Free State, there was 
one common platform on whieh they could 
meet—they all of them believed in the great 
future that was in front of their country, 
and they could all play their little part to 
make the country better, brighter and 
happier. (Applause.) 


THE ASSOCIATION. 

‘The Prosperity of the Irish Association of 
Accountants ’’ was proposed by Mr. I. J. 
Kelly. 

Mr. J. F. Ferguson, F.1.A.A., replying, 
said that the Association had not been tormed 
for the purpose of obtamuing registration for 
its own members. As a matter of fact, the 
registration sought in the bill was identical 
with the qualifications of the original mem- 
bers of the Association. He dwelt on the 
necessity for registration; otherwise the 
public would not be protected against un- 
qualified men entering the profession. What 
their association wanted was quality, 
not quantity. (Hear, hear.) 

The toast of ' Our Guests ”’ 
Mr. F. G. Blake, F.T.A.A. 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield, replying, pointed 
out the danger of indiscriminate tariffs. It 
was a great mistake for some people to think 
that they could make everything at home. 
Ireland was primarily an agricultural country, 
and if it was 100 per cent. efficient as such 
it was not mass production of motor cars that 
they would be looking for, but mass pro- 
duction of pigs. (Applause.) Their roads were 
vital to their future progress—good roads to 
the farmer meant lower costs of transport. 
(Hear, hear.)

the courts on charges of child murder. 
Mr. Carrigan assumes that this increase 
reflects an actual increase of the ‘crime 
throughout the country, and his assump- 
tion seems to be reasonable. In the vast 
majority of such cases the victims are 
illegitimate. A wretched girl has been 
betrayed, and—half-maddened, perhaps, 
by pain and terror—she tries to conceal 
her shame by the murder of her child. 
Mr. Carrigan’s statement will corroborate 
the fear of many thoughtful Irishmen and 
Irishwomen that of late this country’s 
morals have taken a change for the 
worse; but to analyse the causes of the 
apparent declension would be a hard task. 
The Great War permeated all Europe 
with a spirit of recklessness: life was 
cheap, social restraints were relaxed, and 
too many people ceased to consider the 
morality of their precarious pleasures. 
That spirit of recklessness infected 
Ireland, and, no doubt, was intensified 
by our own civil disorders. 

The Free State Government has 
restored the reign of law, but the 
national temperament has not shaken 
off the unsettling effects of the 
years of chaos. To-day life is more 
extravagant than it was fifteen years ago. 
Young ople. bring less to it than 
formerly, and demand more from it. They 
expect finer clothes and more amuse- 
ments. They yield more readily to 
temptations which — lead dishonest 
practices. The gambling craze, under the 
shelter of the State, has increased by leaps 
and bounds. Everywhere, in the homes 
of rich and poor alike, the sanctions of 
family life have been impaired; girls and 
boys keep their own hours and make 
promiscuous friendships in the dancing- 
rooms. Can we be surprised that the 
results of this social degeneration are 
revealing themselves now in an increase of 
crime and of broken careers, or can we 
question the wisdom of the Roman Catholic 
| Hierarchy’s solemn warnings in its Lenten 
pastorals? We think that everybody who 
is concerned for Ireland’s name and 
welfare ought to look these unpleasant 
facts in the face. Extreme sensitiveness 
to criticism and pride in great—and, on 
the whole, just—traditions may become 
dangerous if we suffer them to paralyse 
They tend to foster illusions that 
delay reforms. Charles Kingsley’s labourer 
said bitterly to the rich squire— 


If your daughters had lain where ours did, 
They would have done the same. 


To what extent are Dublin's appalling 
slums, from which poor girls take refuge 
in the streets, responsible for the increase 
of infanticide among unmarried mothers? 
A social conscience, unblunted by 
hypocrisy or self-complacency, is an 
urgent need in Ireland to-day, and we 
hope that Mr. Carrigan's terrible indict- 
ment will help to create it.

Ametica’s Navy. 

President Coolidge’s annual message to 
Congress will read by intelligent 
Europeans with a sense of disappoint- 
ment ; for the smugness of the language in 
which it is couched constitutes a sorrow- 
ful commentary on the mental outlook of 
the United States. The President’s main 
theme is armaments, and he 
| is trying obviously to conciliate the “big 

navy’’ party in view of the next presi- 

dential election. According to his message, 
the United States has done everything in 
its power to bring about a limitation of 
naval armaments. At the Washington 
| Conference, by virtue of “an unprece- 
dented attitude of generosity on our 
| part,” a certain measure of success was 
achieved ; but when another attempt was 
'made at Geneva to reach an agreement 
with Great Britain and Japan the re- 
calcitrance of the British Government, 
it is suggested, wrecked the project. In 
the circumstances, President Coolidge 
announces, the United States can proceed 
with a clear conscience to build a ‘“ de- 
fensive’’ navy. Congress ought to con- 
sider immediately a moderate building 
programme for cruisers and submarines 
which will extend over a period of years ; 
and the determination of the size of the 
American fleet ought to be dictated solely 
by American needs, without reference to 
the opinions of other nations. The

President, of course, asserts that at all 


‘times his Government ‘will be ready to 
| discuss the problem with the other naval 
Powers, but, in the absence of a definite 
treaty, the United States must look to 
its own needs. 

President Coolidge boasts that the 
United States does not rely on force, but 
on “good-will and fair dealing.’ Other 
nations may build navies in order to 
conquer their enemies ; America’s fleet is 
solely for her own defence. This sort of 
talk is sheer nonsense. The American 
Navy has been increased enormously in 
size since 1914, when it ranked below that 
of France. Now it is on a par with the 


British Navy, and, apparently, it soon will | 


be the greatest fighting force of its kind 


| in existence. Does President Coolidge 


really expect Europe to believe that this 
huge fleet has been brought into being 
merely as a ‘“defensive’’ force? He 
announces that the. United States has a 
foreign commerce and ocean lines of trade 


that are unsurpassed by those of any other. 


country. It has ontlying territory in two 
great oceans, and must guard “ long 
stretches of sea-coast studded with the 
richest cities in the world.” Furthermore, 
the Panama Canal must be protected, and 
adequate guarantees of safety must be 
given to a large population and to “the 
greatest treasure that ever has been given 
to a people.” Therefore, declares the 
President, “a very substantial sea arma- 
ment’’ is essential. We do not question 
the accuracy of his statements ; but would 
they not have been equally accurate in 
1914? If a vast navy was not necessary 
then, why should it be necessary now? 
Who proposes to attack the United 
States? The Washington Agreement has 
placed Japan in a position of permanent 
inferiority, and nobody but a lunatic 
would suggest that Great Britain has 
offensive designs on her trans-Atlantic 
kinsfolk. 

The President’s attempt to prove that a 
big navy is needed for purposes of coast 
defence, the protection of trade routes, 
et cetera, is ridiculous. If the Continent of 
America should be isolated to-morrow, its 
citizens would suffer little more than tem- 
porary inconvenience; all their needs 
could be: satisfied from the resources of 
their own country. If the same accident 
should occur to Britain, her people would 
be starving in a month. Again, in re- 
gard to ‘‘ outlying territories,’’ how can 
the United States compare with the 
British Commorwealth? Apart from the 
Philippines—which, by the way, hardly are 
a good advertisement for the President's 
boast about ‘‘the rights of humanity ''— 
there is nothing to protect; whereas the 
British Dominions, scattered over the 
seven seas, depend entirely for their 
safety on the existence of the British 
Navy. To Great Britain a strong navy is 
a vital necessity; to the United States 
it is merely an expensive luxury. Of 
course, having the money at its disposal, 
the United States Government has every 
right to build a big fleet, but, for the 
sake of common decency, its spokesmen 
ought to be candid about it. Britain 
does not grudge President Coolidge his 
ships. Every honest man, however, must 
resent the imputation that they are being 
built as a result of Britain’s refusal to 
accept America’s terms at the Geneva 
Conference. They are being built be- 
cause the “ big navy ” party has gained 
the upper hand at Washington, and be- 
cause the United States has acquired so 
much of Europe’s money that it does not 
know what to do with its surplus wealth. 


Motor Vehicles in England. 


The British Ministry of Transport has 
published @ return of receipts from road 
taxes and from motor licences for the nine 
months ended on August 31st, 1927. It 
shows that motor vehicles in Great Britain 
have increased in number from 975,783, in 
1922, to 1,888,726 in the present year, and 
the tax receipts from £10,835,417 ior nine 
months in 1921-1922 to £21,454,770 in the 
same period in 1926-1927. In the same 
period the number of horse-drawn vehicles 
in use has fallen from 232,865 to 102,591, 
so that to-day there are eighteen motor 
vehicles for one drawn by horses. Some 
notion of the nature of vehicle which 
chiefly is multiplying apace may be drawn 
from.a table which shows that cars taxed 
on horse-power increased in five years from 
314,769 to 778,056; motor cycles from 
377,943 to 671,620; goods vehicles from 
150,995 to 274,651, and motor hackneys 
from 77,614 to 95,676. It is evident that 
the private vehicle—the family motor car 
or the motor cycle—accounts for the 
greater part of the soaring increase. This 
fact indicates that in England, as in the 
United States, the motor car is coming to 
be regarded as one of the essential ameni- 
ties of a home, and that qver greater 
numbers’ of persons are travelling, so to 
speak, on their own wheels. Gross amounts 
received in taxation from users of motor 
vehicles during the first nine months of 
this year show that the car taxed on horse- 
power yields the greatest part of the 
returns: for from these vehicles -a sum of 
£9,506,724 was derived, against less than 
£7,000,000 from petrol and steam vans, 
and little over £2,500,000 from motor-cabs. 
The averace annual taxation per vehicle 
amounts to £14 7s. 6d. on cars, £2 14s. 
on motor cycles, £28 11s. 6d. on vans, and 
£46 19s. on motor cabs. Of 40,700 new 
cars launched on the British roads this 
year 17,763 were saloon vehicles «nd 
22.926 touring cars. The 12-horse power 
ear is the most numerous, and the &-horse 
power car comes next. Of 29,750 new 
motor cycles, about one in seven was fitted 
with a side-car. This year 62 peda! cycles 
with mechanical power attachment were 


licensed. 


Mural Paintings. 

Prolonged halts at railway stations fall 
to the lot of all travellers, and there are 
few more melancholy places in which a 
man may be left to his own company. 
Dr. A. P. Laurie, writing in The Times, 
pleads for mural decoration by means of 
an art more satisfying than that of the 
poster which depicts, in crude colour, 
the delights of resorts to which the 
traveller has little hope of faring. Wall- 
papers are costly, he observes, and it 
would cost less to paint walls than to 
paper them He suggests a method by 
which young artists could be given scope 
to adorn those blank surtaces. The con- 
ditions to be observed are stringent. 
Combustion of coal fills the air with 
sulphurous fumes which attack unpro- 
tected pigments. This difficulty, however, 
can be overcome. The wall, Dr. Laurie 
says, ought to be covered with plaster of 
Paris, preferably mixed with sand, 
Alternatively, other walls can be covered 
with zinc white, ground in oil. Painting 
should be done in the manner of a thin 
wash illuminated from the white ground, 
as in the old-time frescoes. When the 
design is finished and the surface dry, a 
thin varnish of beeswax dissolyed in 
turpentine should be applied and polished. 
Polished beeswax resists alike . chemical 
attack and dirt. An attractive vista of 
possibilities is opened by this proposal. 
The rising artist would enjoy a rare oppor- 
tunity to display his genius to appreciative 
throngs. Halts at bleak junctions would 
be infused with excitement ; for not with- 
out eagerness would the traveller seek 
out the ornamental corners in order to 
discover what “futurist’’ fancies were 
bred in the smoky town of Crewe, or what 
sunset dreams came to the artists ol 
Clapham. .

Sir Austen Chamberlain's interview 
with M  Litvinoff was the subject of 
much gossip in the Lobby to-day, and, 
while some members were of opinion that 
the Foreign Secretary had wasted an 
hour’s valuable time, hope: was generally 
expressed that the conversations might 
be the beginning of better ng nm 
relations. ite avowals to the contrary. 
the Soviet Government is angling and 
desperately anxious for diplomatic reco. 
nition by this country, and, if M. 
Litvinoff. broached that subject, there is 
little doubt that Sir Austen reminded 
him with characteristic cold conciseness 
of past pledges which have been treated 
as mere scraps of paper. When Russia 
honours her bond and refrains from un 
friendly propaganda she will find place 
in British diplomatic circles, but the 
entrance door thereto will be banged, 
barred and bolted so long as she pursues 
a Jekyll and Hyde policy in promise and 
performance. 


The Next Election. 


A point which has been missed in 
speculations as to the possible date. o! 
the next general election is that it will 
be quite feasible for the Government 
enable the exercise of the '“ flapper 
franchise next year. As explicit pledges 
have been given that women of twenty. 
one shall be .able to vote at the next 
appeal to the country, it is held in some 
quarters that the Government will be 
obliged to run its normal course in order 
to get this legislation through, and that 
an election may not be expected unti! 
1929, as time must be given to cover th: 
necessary qualifying period for registra 
tion. If in the first month or so of next 
session Parliament passes the bill extend- 
ing the franchise, it will enable all recis- 
tration machinery to be concluded for the 
“flapper ” to record her vote on or after 
the 15th of next October. 


The New Prayer Book. 


Despite many influential petitions 
begging for its withdrawal, the Arch. 
bishop of Canterbury maintains an irre 
vocable attitude in favour of the Prayer 
Book measure. To all entreaties not t. 
proceed with the measure he has turned 
a firm non possumus. . The controvers) 
promises a wide cleavage in the Church 
and complete break-away of thousand: 
of her present supporters. Briefly, as set 
out in one of the memorials to His Grace 
the measure will legalise two incompatible 
ideals of worship, and a battle will begir 
and develop between those who hold the 
reformed doctrine and those who hold 
some theory indistinguishable from Tran 
substantiation. Next week's debate at 
St. Stephen’s is awaited with the keenest 


interest. 
The Totalisator. 


Members of both Houses of Parliament 
interested in the introduction of. the 
totalisator to British racecourses have 
been holding frequent meetings at West 
minster, ro it is evident that opinion 
in favour of extending the system + 
dog-racing is rapidly strengthening.- Diff 
culty, however, has arisen Over ile 
disposal of the 24 per. cent., which, in 
the case of horse-racing, would be devoted 
to increasing stakes and assisting breeders 
There is no disposition to transfer that 
per cent. to dog breeders, rather than 
which some people would prefer to see 
it distributed | emong the hospitals or 
other worthy charities. That suggestion, 
which has its critics as well as its sup 
porters, is to be discussed at a meeting 
to be held within the next few days. 


The Betting Tax.

LIMERICK AUDIENCE 
STOP PLAY. 


PROTEST AGAINST 
“CARICATURE,” 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LIMERICK, Tuesday. 
A stormy protest by the audience 
brought Laurence Cowen's play, “ Biddy,” 
to an abrupt end at the Lyric Theatre 
here. to-night. According to a speech 
made. by one of the demonstrators, the 


| protest was caused by the fact that the 


play caricatured the Irish people and the 
Roman Catholic religion. 

There was a fairly large audience, and 
the play was allowed to proceed for twenty 
minutes without interruption. The storm 
broke when the priest in the play, who 
was represented as a money-grubber, 
offered to give the Squire of the village 
a “dispensation”’ (a slight relaxation of 
the regulations of the Church in the case 
of an individual owing to exceptional 
crroumstances) in return for a contribu- 
tion of £250 towards a school building 
fund, 

THE STORM BREAKS. 

At this point there was a great outburst 
of hissing, boohing, shouting and stamp- 
ing of feet in. various parts of the theatre. 
The astonished players tried to carry on, 
but their words could not be heard above 
the din. ‘‘Liars!’’ “Blackguards!” and 
other epithets were hurled at them amidst 
stentorian shouts of “ Take it off!” “It’s 
a caricature!’ and “A slander on the 
Trish people.” 


part of the actors the curtain was rung 
down and the tumult abated somewhat. 
A man in the stalls then stood up in his 
seat, and proceeded to denounce the play 
in a speech punctuated ty cheers and 
“Hear, hear.” 

A SPEECH FROM THE STALLS. 

He said that it was bad enough for 
“ Biddy,” the servant maid, to caricature 
the Irish people, but when it came to 
holding up their Roman Catholic clergy to 
ridicule it was time to put a stop to such 
performances. He appealed to the 
audience to withdraw and to do nothing 
rash, and not to resort to violence of 
any kind. They were making a dignified 
protest, he added, against an offensive 
production. . 

The cheers which greeted his speech 
were echoed by a crowd which had 
gathered in the street outside. A large 
number of people not concerned in the 
demonstration left the. theatre, but a 
band of young men who had been pro- 
minent in the protest remained, and, 
standing up in the back of the pit, sang 
the well-known Roman Catholic hymn: 
“ Faith of Our Fathers.”’ 

ACTOR ARGUES THE POINT. 

At the conclusion of the hymn one of 
the actors appeared before the curtain 
and addressed those who remained of the 
audience. His defence of the play evoked 
strong expressions of dissent, and a con- 
troversy ensued between the actor and 
some of the objectors. In vain, however, 
did he plead that the play was not offen- 
sive, and eventually, silenced by cries of 
“ Clear out of Limerick," he retired be- 
hind the scenes. 

The curtain remained down and the 
theatre gradually emptied. A number of 
Civic Guards were on duty in the 
house and outside, but did not intervene.

AN ENGLISH DIFFICULTY. 

Sir William Davison, in the House of

SURTAX FALLACY. 


NEW SOCIALISTIC PLAN 
EXPOSED. 

“The surtax, which is, to all -intents 
and purposes, the capital levy under a 
different name, is a vote-catching device 
of the Socialist Party, based upon the old 
fallacy that you can make the poor richer 
by making the rich poorer. _In other 
words, the Socialist policy sets out to 
degrade one class of the. community by 
giving a false promise of advancement to 
another class.” 

This opinion was expressed by Mr. J. 
C. C. Davidson, Chairman of the Con- 
servative Party Organisation, in a speech 
in his constituency, Hemel Hempstead, 
last night, dealing with the surtax pro- 
posals of the Labour Party. 

“The policy of the Conservative Party 
and the Government is gradually. and 
steadily, by sound finance and sure indus- 
trial progress, to raise the standard of 
life and prosperity of all classes in the 
community. 

“The Socialist proposal is a tax of 2s. 
in the £, exempting the first £500 of the 
income, and it is alleged that the tax 
should produce 85 millions a year. If it 
does not produce that sum, then, says Mr 
Snowden, the Socialist ex-Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, the scheme breaks down. 
There is little doubt that the calculation 
that the surtax would realise 85 million 
pounds grossly exaggerates the prospect of 
the yield of the tax, but even if it did 
what would be the immediate result ? 

“Im the first place, by reducing the 
capital available in industry for expansion 
and development, trade would be penalised 
and unemployment would increase. It 
would discourage thrift, which is the 
foundation of the economic strength an 
well-beiny of the nation.’’

MINISTRY'S ACTION. 

Mr. Robb, in reply, said that he had seen 
the minutes of the Education Committee 
of the 28th October, 1927, which were 
presumably those referred to by the hon. 
member. The Secretary of the Shankill 
Unionist Association was formerly a 
member of this House. The Ministry had 
already directed. the attention of the 
Secretary of the Committee in charge of 
the school referred tothe only person 
over. whom the Ministry had control—to 
the fact that the holding of political meet- 
ings in the school was a breach of. the 
regulations.

EXPORT POINT REACHED. 
From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. - 

. NEW. YORE, Tuesday. 

The first movement of gold to Great 
Britain since sterling rose above parity 
several weeks ago, and the first this year, 
will be made to-morrow by the shipment 
of a million dollars by the International 
Acceptance Bank. Sterling cables were 
quoted to-day at 4 dollars 88} cents, and 
Wall street interpreted this step as in- 
dicating that the gold shipping point had 
been reached. 

Bankers have differed rather widely as 
to the exact point at which gold ship- 
ments would be profitable, the estimates 
varying from 4 dollars 884 cents to 4 
dolla~s 89 cents. 

The recent reduction of ocean freights 
on bullion, resulted in the lowering of the 
gold export point by a fraction. The last 
gold movement from England occurred 
early this week, when a small consign- 
ment arrived in New York from London. 


ROYAL RELICS AMONG 
RUBBISH. 


CROWN OF AUGUSTUS 
“THE STRONG,” 


From RevutTer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

During cleaning operations in the 
historical Museum in Dresden, the crown, 
sceptre and orb of Augustus “The 
Strong ” were found lying among some 
rubbish. The crown is of heavy silver, 
richly gilt, and decorated with numerous 
jewels. It is the work of the famous gold- 
smith, Johann Klemm, of Freiberg, and 
weighs nearly 431b. 


Augustus “ The Strong’s’’ curious his- 
tory, and the finding of his sceptre, orb 
and crown neglected in the dust, give a 
prophetic touch to Shirley's 

“Sceptre and crown 
Must tumble down 

And in the dust be equal made 

With the poor crooked scythe and spade.” 

Augustus ITI. (1670-1733), Elector of 
Saxony and King of Poland, was nick- 
named “The Strong.” He fought the 
Turks with credit, became a candidate for 
the Throne of Poland, and adopting the 
Roman Catholic’ faith, was elected King 
by the Polish nobles in 1697. Defeated in 
his effort to recover the province that had 
been lost to Sweden, he was deposed, and 
in 1704 Stanislas Leszcynski was elected 
in his stead When Charles XII. was de- 
feated at Pullowa in 1709, however, 
Augustus marched into Poland, formed a 
fresh alliance with the Tsar, and embarked 
upon another war with Sweden, which con- 
tinued till the’death of Charles XIJ., in 
1718.

HOME OF “BOSS” RULE 
IN NEW YORK.

Tammany Hall has been 
sold to a.gas company. Ever since 1868, 


when ‘this ugly brown stone building was 
erected at 145 East Fourteenth Street,

lin New. York. 


-It was here that the Tammany Society, ‘ 
a degenerate political outgrowth of the 


Society of St. Tammany, founded in 1789, 


to resist aristocratíc rule and dispense 
charity, reached its depths of degradation. 
Here ruled, as Grand Sachem, the 
notorious Boss Tweed; who looted New 
York of millions of dollars and ended his 
days in jail. 

Here, at a later day, was. centred a 
corrupt ring, which, under Richard 
Croker, made Tammany a by-word by 
taking toll from gambling and disorderly 
houses and saloons in return for protect- 
ing them from police interference: And 
here, ‘still later, a regenerated Tammany 
rose to a power littie dreamed of by its 
earlier Sachems, extending its influence 
not only to State, but to national politics. 
A member of Tammany, Mr. Alfred H. 
Smith, who is now serving his fourth 
term as Governor of New York State, is 
the leading candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for President. He is a man 
of unquestioned honesty of character, with 
an unusual grasp “of affairs. It is 
apparently partly with the idea of cutting 
loose from its shady past, in order to give 
him effective support, that Tammany, the 
tiger of the cartoons, is making a 
significant gesture of giving up its old 
lair.

MILLIONAIRES’ 
YACHTS. 
FLOATING PALACES FOR 
TRANSATLANTIC: RACE, 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT.

Amongst the yachts already entered for 
the great New York-Santander yacht race, 
which will start from New York Harbour 
during the beginning of July, are those 
belonging to the American millionaires, 
Mr. J. P. Morgan, Mr. Vanderbilt and 
Mr. Corfes.

His Majesty's gunboats 
Bee and Mantis waited 30 miles further down 
the river. 
The launch met the Bee at 5 p.m., and 
Mr.. Tocher went on board the bee. Mr. 
Tocher said that he had met three bandit 
chiefs. who told him that the bandits, with 
Captain Lalar, had been forced to flee to the 
interior. but that they would bring Captain 
Lalor in on Wednesday for 22,000 dollars.

There was a general feeling of relief in 
the House to-day on reaching the end of thé 
committee stage of the Unemployment Insur- 
ance Bill. Including to-day, ‘ 


ing out the details of a measure which few 
have admitted that they really understand. 
To-day was devoted solely to the schedules 
which deal mainly with the rates of contri- 
butions and benefits. 

On the first schedule, which relates to the 
contributions of young men between the ages 
of 18 and 21, Mr. Buchanan moved an 
amendment providing that the contribution 
per week should be reduced from sixpence to 
threepence. He argued that, as there was to 
be a sweeping reduction of benefits for young 
people, their contributions’ should be corre- 
spondingly less. Mr. Herbert Williams con- 
tended that the amendment was ”* uhséund 
from the point of view of insurance. Extra 
contributions in early life should be used to 
build up a reserve to meet the increased 
unemployment of later years. 

The amendment was rejected .bv 196 votes 
to 127. i 

Mr. E. Harmsworth, a Conservative, moved 
to reduce the employers’ contribution in 
respect of persons between 18 and 21 from 
Sevenpence to sixpence, more for the putpose 
of learning the Government’s future intention 
in regard to the equalisation of rates of con- 
tribution than with any hope of getting hfs 
proposal accepted. 

Sir A. Steel-Maitland pointed out that the 
rates for young persons were of a purely 
temporary character. The extra penny would 
be taken off the employers’? payments when 
the debt on the fund was reduced to 7} 
millions. ' 

The amendment was rejected without a 
division. 

On Schedule Three Mr. Viant proposed tha: 
the rate of benefit for men of 21 and upwards 
should be increased from 17s. to 20s. e 
contended that a man unemployéd had, as a 
rule, more expenses than when he was at 
work, The Minister of Labour’s objection to 
this was that it would disorganise the whole 
finance of the scheme, as it meant an addi- 
tional expenditure of seven millions a year. 
The amendment was rejected by 251 votes 
to 140, 

On an amendment of Sir Arthur’ Steel- 
Maitland’s, setting up a new scale of benefits 
for young men and women, ranging in the 
former case from 10s. to: 14s. a week, and 
in the latter from 8s. to 12s., according to 
age, Mr. David Kirkwood and Mr. Tom 
Williams complained bitterly of the par- 
simon of the Government. The amendment, 
however, was adopted. 

RELIEF SCHEMES. 

A point of some importance was raised

It provided a 
constitutional means for the ventilation of 
grievances, and nipped. them in the bud, 
settling them where they should be settled, 
on the floor of the shop concerned.’ It was 
not too much to say that the co-operation of 
the operators through the joint.

In conversation witha Press 
Association representative, he said :—‘‘It is 
quite wrong to regard the fighting in China 
as.-a-aort ef eomic opera warfare, but I will 
#dmit that’a division of British troops could 
walk through any one of the Chinese armi¢s, 
“because of their lack of organisation. 'I do 
not think that. Europe need worry about the 
so-calléd ‘! Yellow Peril’? for many years to 
comé. 1 left China because I wanted a 
change. Chang Tso-lin made me a nice little 
present when 1 left,” 

It_ is, understood that the Chinese Com- 
mander’s gift to General Sutton was one of 
£10,000. 

. General Sutton, since leaving the Far East, 
has visited British Columbia, and has in- 
terested himself in a scheme of railway de- 
velopment between British Columbia and 
Alberta. “I am very keen,” he said, “to 
establish a new line,. about 650. miles in 
length, which will open up about 25,000,000 
acres of good farm land. The line will cost 
about twelve million sterling. 

“I have come to England to try to in: 
terest British capitalists in my project, and 
I also hope that the British Government will 
look favourably upon it, because the labour 
it would necessitate could absorb a good 
many of the British anemployed.”’ °

Lady Mahon was the only child of the late 
Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. Charles F. 
Crichton, . second son of the third Earl of 
Erne. In 1900 she married Sir John Penston 
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Milbanke, Bart., who won the Victoria Cross 
in the South African war. Sir John was 
killed in action in 1915. In 1920 she married 
Sir Bryan Mahon. Lady Mahon was an en- 
thusiastic sportswoman, and was a well-known 
figure at Irish race meetings. She had several 
horses in training, and ran with success dur- 
ing the pees season. She was also &a keen 
rider to hounds... Like her husband, Lady 
Mahon took a deep interest in the welfare of 
Irish ex-Service men, and did much in an 
unobtrusive way to relieve the needs of those 
in distress.

COLONEL CHARLES PEPPER. 


Colonel Charles’ Pepper. of Ballygarth 
Castle; County Meath, was found dead in his 
bed yesterday morning in the Royal Marine 
Hotel, Kingstown.

A bill providing for sweeping changes in 
the ‘Maniteba. liquor laws was read for the 
fitgt,time to-day.

Among the*features of the bill are im- 
prisonment for a first contravention and the 
padiocking of any hotel or other premises if 
two convictions have been secured against it 
in twelve months. Beer parlours will be 
established only in hotels of approved 
standard and in approved clubs, but not in 
any of the twenty-three dry constituencies 
the province.

We 
should enter on no competition. We 
should refrain from no needful pro- 
gramme. 

‘‘Lacking a definite agreement, the 
attitude of any other country is not to 
be permitted to alter our own policy. 
Propaganda will not cause us to change 
our course. 

A MATTER FOR AMERICA. 

“ Where there is no treaty the limita- 
tion of the size of the navy which America 
is to have will be solely for America to 
determine. No outside influence should 
enlarge it or diminish it, . Our military 
power holds no threat of aggrandisement. 
It is a guarantee of peace and security 
at home, and when. it goes abroad it is 
an instrument for the protection of the 
legal rights of our citizens under interna- 
tional law, a refuge in time of disorder, 
and always the servant of world peace, 
Wherever our flag goes the rights ol 
humanity increase.” 

THE WAY OF PEACE. 

Dealing with foreign relations, the 
President said :—‘‘ Proposals for promot- 
ing the peace of the world will have care- 
ful consideration. Peace comes from 
honesty and fair dealing, from modera- 
tion and generous regard for the rights of 
others. ‘The heart of the nation is more 
important than treaties. A spirit of 
generous consideration is & more certain 
defence. than great armaments. We 
should ‘continue to promote peace by our 
example, and fortify it by such interna- 
tional covenants against war as we are 
permitted under our Constitution to 


make.”

STEEL-MARING BY 
WIRELESS. 


& - 
NEW PROCESS AT SHEFFIELD. 


Steel-making by wireless is the arresting 
description of a process which was demon- 
strated yesterday at the Sheffield works of 
Midgar Allen and Co., Ltd. It is also a correct 
description, for the melting is done by means 
of a high frequency electrical current, which 
is projected into the furnace, where it in- 
duces heat in the material to be melted. The 
electrical effects are very similar to those 
used in wireless installations. The walls of 
the crucible merely serve the purpose of a 
container, and no heat is passed from outside 
the crucible to the metal within. — 

The furnace is contained within a square 
wooden box, so ool that the hand can be 
placed on it. The furnace is the Ajax 
Northrup high frequency furnace, and is the 
first of its kind in the world to be used for 
the manufacture of high-quality tool steel. 
It melts about 450 pounds of steel in an hour. 


crucible furnace, which held about 60 pounds, 
and was fired by coke or gas. 

Professor C _ Desch, Professor of 
Metallurgy, University of Sheffield, after the 
demonstration, said that the furnace provided 
a means of making high-class steel under 
strictly controlled conditions, without the 
slightest danger of contamination by foreign 
gases or anything of that kind. The heat 
consumption was remarkably low, because the 
heat was generated exactly where it was 
wanted, inside the metal, and not outside.

Co. Pyrone. This he had opposed and it was 
defeated, the result being that neither Derry 
nor Tyrone had paid anything since. Derry 
was entitled to b2 per cent. grant for this 
bridge, and the Northern Government, had 
now decided to grant the full amount. It was 
mere moonshine to say that the bridge would 
cost, #250,000._ It would probably not cost 
more than £100,000, and all the Road Fund 
would have to bear of that would be the 
repayment of the interest on the loan for 
the work.

PARTNERSHIP FRAUDS.

INSURANCE BROKER SENT TO 
PRISON. 


The allegation that a firm of insurance 
brokers had only three shillings in the bank 
when negotiating for a partner was made at 
the Manchester City Sessions yesterday, when 
a series Of alleged partnership frauds were 
dealt with. 

Edwin John Jackson (44), an insurance 
broker, who had carried on business succes- 
sively at Cannon street, Spring Gardens, ‘and 
Brazennose street, was accused on twenty 
different counts of having secured cheques 
and payments from different people either 
for the purpose of creating partnerships or 
for giving employment on a premium basis 
with the idea of teaching the insurance busi- 
ness, 

Mr. Macbeth explained that the charges 
were very complicated, and that the alleged 
fraudulent conversion included undertaking 
the insurance on behalf of different people of 
their motor cars, One of the instances of 
obtaining money by alleged false pretences 
was that in which Jackson advertised for a 
partner, 

PAYMENT OF £100. 

Mr, G. Robert James, of Lathom avenue, 
Chorlton Cum Hardy, got into touch fith 
him and paid him £100. James afterwards 
went to an office in Cannon street as partner. 
He had been told that Jackson's business was 
go rapidly gong that he was compelled to 
have a partner. It was (Jackson added) a 
very old business; but, said counsel, James 
found that not only was no business bein 
done, but that the office was only a mall 
one, and that the furniture belonged to a 
man named Lane. It then turned out that 
Jackson had actually paid £50 of the £100 
for rent then owing. When, later, Jackson 
opened a banking account with the remaining 
£50, the money was used for paying James 
what wages he received. : 

That £50, said Mr, Macheth, was, so far 
as the prosecution could discover, the only 
sum Jackson ever had in the bank, and this 
account was discovered to be overdrawn to 
the extent of £3. The consequence was that 
James, failing to get any pay or to discover 
that any business was being done, left in 
disgust. 

Counsel

Witnesses declared that Jackson in each 
case said his business was old-establihed and 
expanding at uch a rate that he must have 
additional personnel. 

All were closely cross-examined by Jackson, 

who, armed with a sheaf of papers, conducted 
his own defence. 
_ Jackson was. sentenced to fifteen months’ 
imprisonment in the second division, the 
Recorder remarking that a crime of this 
description struck at the very basis of 
business,
